He was going off to college— 
His mother fretted about his 


clothes, wishing they could have

The father tried 
to be casual 
and matter-of- 
fact... the 
boy was look- 
ing ahead, say- 
ing he wanted 
to do a lot of 
studying the first year and then 
make up his mind about getting 
into other activities—football, 
maybe, or track ... but maybe 
not—if a fellow didn’t come out 
of college these days with some- 
thing in his head, he hadn't 
much chance. 

It was a sentimental sort of 
moment. Watching it, | wanted 
to say, “He will snever come 
home again. Another will come 
in his place. He will look like 
the same boy. His voice will 
sound the same. He will want 
the same favorite foods. He will 
fill the house with his pres- 
ence. There will be some dis- 
turbing. moment when it is 
clearly seen he is in reality an- 
other boy. But they will pass. 
So tell this boy goodbye. He 
will never come home again. 
And that, of course, is as it 
should be. But it is not without 
pain. 

The colleges and the universi- 
ties are filled with them in the 
annual educational ritual of 
autumn—the registration... 
the freshman indoctrination 
talks . . . the first night in the 
dormitory. 


No Pattern 


There is ho pattern. There are 
boys_and girls going to school 
who will do jobs such as waiting 
on table, cooking, cleaning up, 
or hold jobs in some college of- 
fice. They will never get quite 
enough sleep and they will not 
have too much fun. There will 
be those with plenty of money 
and a car—they will have a tele- 
vision set, “hi-fi? machines and 
an inexhaustible spending ae- 
count. They will buy suits from 
the traveling representatives 
from Brooks Brothers and other 
labels dear to the campus heart. 
There will be thousands more at 
small, obscure coHeges where 
the touring tailors never come, 
and where the instruction is 
second-rate, but earnest, and 
which therefore sometimes suc- 
ceeds where the really great 
faculties fail. 

But, there is no formula. 

Offhand it seems to me, a 
product of the 20's, that today’s 
generation is considerably more 
conservative. 

In the 20’s, we were inclined 
to be effervescent and filled with 
a great iconoclastic fervor. ... 
“Down with all the old idols,” 
we cried. We believed in free- 
dom with a capital F. We were 
mostly all humanists and in- 
dividualists. We were scornful 
of conventions. The _ inevitable 
quota of agnostics and doubters 
were heard in all the long hours 
of talk. We were somewhat half- 
baked in the twenties, and ysually 
we were quite naive. We had a 
lot of dash and dare. 


Decent Life 


But, we had, I insist, the 
virtues of sincerity and loyalty. 
We believed in the humanities 
and we began to think in terms 
of a good, decent life for every- 
one. That’s why the Kaiser (a 
kindly man compared with Hit- 
ler or Stalin) seemed such an 
ogre. And that is why the first 
great war was, from the view- 
point of the American troops, 
such a sophomoric, idealistic 
war. Our poets went out and 
died in battle, leaving brief tes- 
timony to their genius behind. 
Our songs, our attitudes, our 
effervescent days and nights all 
combined to create the ideology 
of our time—to ‘‘make the 
world safe for Democracy.” 

For all of that, the generation 
did many great things, espe- 
cially in literature and in serving 
as a frenzied chorus for usher- 
ing in the new world .. . be- 
cause, after all, we were right. 
In the 20's we did stand at the 
threshold of a new world, . 

Today’s young men and wom- 
en seem more serious, but less 
purposeful. The second great 
war hit them harder.. They are 
closer to the real meaning of 
religion. They seem more con- 
servative. But, in essence, I 
guess, they are about the same. 


They, too, stand at the threshold | 


of a new world. And it’s going 
to be a rough rassle.

In Bitter Battle 


NEW YORK, Sept. 21 (P—Aver- 
ell Harriman, 62-year-old million- 
aire and former diplomat, was 
nominated for governor tonight by 
the New York Democratic State 
Convention. 

Harriman won the nomination 
in a bitterly-contested floor fight 
with Rep. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
Jr. He will oppose U.S. Sen. Irv- 
ing M. Ives, who is certain of the 
Republican nomination to suc- 
ceed retiring Gov. Thomas E, 
Dewey. 

Roosevelt, the namesake son of 
the late President, lost the nomi- 
nation in a struggle with national 
committeeman Carmine Desapio, 
leader of Tammany Hall, and 
other ‘‘city’’ leaders. They feared 
Roosevelt might grab control of 
the state delegates to the 1956 
national convention if he won. 
GETS FDR’S HAND 

When Harriman had piled up a 
241 to 217 vote lead in the poll- 
ing of delegates, Roosevelt took 
the floor and asked ‘‘that the 
nomination of my old friend 
Averell Harriman be made unan- 
imous.”’ 

The convention then made Har- 
riman’s nomination unanimous by 
voice vote.

U.N. Overrides Soviet, 
Delaying Red China 
Action for 3rd Year 


Put on Shelf 
Until Next 


September

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Sept. 
21—The General Assembly 
opened its 1954 session today by 
voting to postpone until next year 
a decision on what government 
should represent China in the 
United Nations. The vote was 
43-11. 

Since the assembly normally 
goes home in December, this 
means that, unless there is a 
special session, the Red China 
question will not be considered 
until next September. It was the 
third straight year the Assembly 
has taken such action. 

The resolution postponing a de 
cision on the exclusion of Nation- 
alist representatives and the 
seating of those of Communist 
China was introduced by Henry 
Cabot Lodge Jr., permanent 
United States representative, in 
reply to a Soviet proposal to seat 
the Peiping representatives. 


OFFERED BY VISHINSKY 


The Soviet resolution. intro 
duced by Andrei Y. Vishinsky 
just as the opening session was 
getting under way, declared that 
it was essential that “‘represent- 
atives of the Chinese People’s 
Republic, appointed by the Cen- 
|\tral People’s government, should 
take the rightful seat of China in 
the General Assembly and in 
other organs of the United Na- 
tions.”’ 
| In addition to the five members 
of the Soviet bloc, Burma, Den- 
mark, India, Norway, Sweden 
and Yugoslavia opposed postpon- 
ing a decision.

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The Warden Used 
All Help at Hand 


The four convicts who escaped last’ 


week from the Atlanta Federal Peniten- 
tiary are back behind prison walls. For 
them the price for a few hours or a 


few days of freedom, at no time of which - 


were they actually free, will come high. 

Gone is good behavior credit, gone is 
hope of release at the end of the original 
sentence. The penalty is more time, as 
much as five added years. 

The escape cannot be considered a 
mark against the record of the present 
ptison authorities. Insfead, the incident 
affords an example in public relations 
that could be studied with profit by many 
state prison officials. 


Warden W. H. Hardwick, who recently 
came from Oklahoma to take charge of 
the Atlanta penitentiary, notified the 
newspapers immediately after the “first 
two prisoners were reported missing. Un- 
like some state prison wardens, Mr. Hard- 
wick realized that the more publicity 
given the break the more difficylt the 
getaway. He realized, too, that the public 
has a right to a warning when dangerous 
convicts are at large. 


The Hardwick policy paid off. The 
press, the radio and TV quickly informed 
the public on the details of the escape 
and gave descriptions of the fugitives. 

Two prisoners were recaptured within 
the outer shade of the penitentiary walls. 
The other two were trapped by a posse 
guided by a county sheriff fully informed 
on the prison break and the subsequent 
developments. 

Evidence indicates that the escape 
plan centering on a pipe connecting two 
storm sewers was initiated before Warden 
Hardwick took over at the institution. 

There remains the job of piecing to- 
gether clues that reveal more of the naWre 
of the plot and of the outside help the 
fugitives apparently had. 

The recapture itself points to com- 
mendably close cooperation among federal, 
state and county law enforcement offi- 
cials and between law enforcement and 
the press.

After all, Georgia was 
a partner of Massachusetts in the stirring 
events that followed the Revere-Dawes 
ride. We, too, have a stake in the resto- 
ration of the historic belfry tower.

Flashing Clock Means 


More Than Customers 


A news release from the U. S. De- 


partment of Commerce describes the great 
electrically operated “population clock” 
which ticks off the record of population 
growth in the lobby of the Commerce De- 
partment in Washington. 

The clock, says the release, shows with 
flashing electric lights that there is a net 
gain of one person every 12 seconds in 
the total population of the United States. 
Each time it flashes says the release, it 
means “another customer added to the 
market.” 

Up to June of this year the popula- 
tion of the country had increased by more 
than 11,000,000 since the regular census 
of population was taken in 1950. 

Perhaps the Commerce Department is 
not concerned with such things, but the 
flashing clock means much more than 
“just another customer added to the mar- 
ket.”

But it means a lot 
of other things that are not nearly so 
simple.

U.S. Must Decide Whether 


Quemoy Is a Vital Bastion 


In The Christian Science Monitor 


WASHINGTON—Whether the United States Seventh Fleet inter- 
venes to save Nationalist-held Quemoy Island from Communist 


assault 


-if that assault materializes—will depend in large part on 


precisely what our policy toward the Chinese Nationalists is intended 


to be. 


Some decision as to American intentions toward Quemoy, the 
50-square-mile island five miles off the Communist port of Amoy, 
was probably made when President Eisenhower and his National 
Security Council of top advisers conferred at Denver on the question. 


The United States has made it 
abundantly clear that, as President 
Fisenhower has said, any Chinese 
Communist attack on Formosa it- 
self would have to run over the 
United States Seventh Fleet. For- 
mosa is to be defended, period. 

But is Quemoy necessary for the 
defense of Formosa? Secretary of 


State John Foster Dulles has been 


intentionally imprecise in making 
clear which of the islands lying 
between Formosa and the main- 
land would be protected by the 
guns and carrier planes of the 
Seventh Fleet. 

Quemoy, with its 50, 000-troop Na- 
tionalist garrison, has helped Gen- 
eral Chiang deny the full use of the 
port of Amoy to the Communists. 
It has enabled the Nationalists to 
spy out Communist troop dispo- 
sitions along the southeast China 
coast. It has assisted in minor op- 
erations against the mainland. If 
the United States policy makers 
are thinking of Formosa as more 
than a defense post, and as a 
springboard for invasion or some- 
thing more aggressive than con- 
tainment, then Quemoy is useful. 

There are those—men such as 
Admiral Radford, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff—who would 
have this nation resist to the hilt 
the Communist attempt to consoli- 
date and govern the China -main- 
land. If the Communists are ever 


- allowed to cement their grip, they 


contend, to subdue all opposition, 
dragoon the peasants, industrialize 
the cities, then the Asiatic pull of 
this giant will be irresistible. Even 
our ally Japan, with its industrial 
power, will succumb and go Com- 
munist, they say, and our plan for 
the steady revival of Japan (and 
Germany) to checkmate the over- 
weening strength of the Soviet 
bloc will fail. 

Those who argue differently call 
for what might loosely be termed 
“containment but not shrinkage.” 
These advisers would say: Keep 
Communist China-from aggressing 
further — in Southeast Asia by the 
newly signed Manila defense pact, 
in the Pacific by the chai n-of- 
istands defense line including For- 
mosa which screens mot only the 
western Pacific but in the long 
run the coast of California. 

Events may not be pushed to 
extremes just now. The Commu- 
nists have not followed up their 
initial massive bombardment. Per- 
haps the Nationalist reaction was 
moré vigorous than they antici- 
pated. But sooner or later Peking 
is expected to make a decisive 
grab for this island which lies vir- 
tually within a mainland harbor. 
Before that moment arrives, Wash- 
ington should know exactly what 
it intends to do—however difficult 
it may be to make up its mind on 
matters pertaining to Communist 
China,

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GEORGIA BUSINESS 


_ Drive in Making 
To Exceed 1953 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 


Now that the final qyarter of 1954 is only a few days ahead, 
Georgia businessmen are girding themselves for what they hope 
will be a big enough rush to shove volume and profits close to 
—if not over—last year’s record. 

Some will have to work harder than others. A few even 
managed to better their ‘53 volume in the first six to nine months 
of this year. But even these won't be able to relax. The competi- 
tive battle keeps getting tougher. 

Let’s take a look at the first half of 1954. A comprehensive 
report on business activities in the state and region made Tues* 
day by the Atlanta field office of the U. S. Commerce Depart- 
ment may provide some clues as to the outlook for the next 
three months. 

This 50th quarterly review of Georgia’s economy indicates 
that it remained pretty stable in the first six months. A num- 
ber of the most important barometers were on the plus side. 
A few went down. 

The strictly financial side appeared quite sound. Bank de- 
posits, loans and debits (checking account withdrawals) showed 
gains ranging from 2.8 to 4.5 per cent. And this upward trend 
shows no signs of slacking off. ~ 

Georgia department store sales, down about 2 per cent in 
the first half, are picking up. Other retail trade in the state has 
generally held up on the plus side, and should improve with 
fall and Christmas sales yet to come. 

Also up were new business incorporations (by 16.5 per cent), 
the number of business and residential telephones (5.1 and 5.8 
per cent), urban building (7 per cent in Georgia, 41 per cent in 
Atlanta), and electric energy production (2.5 per cent). 

Georgia’s import business climbed 7.4 per cent, while export 
dollar volume soared 216.7 per cent, by far the greatest jump in 
the Southeast.

‘Home Front’: 


The Atlanta Women’s Chamber of Commerce and the police 
department, conscious of the corrosive effect of noise on the 
human body and nervous system, are devoting themselves to 
shushing some of our honking, roaring, blatting and braying 
noises this week. 

A group of them went out the other day with a noise meas- 
uring machine and The Constitution reporter who covered their 
experiments came back with strange tales to tell of the results, 


For example, a hospital reom was just about as hoisy as a 
busy drive-in just before the noon rush. And diesel trucks, 
pneumatic drills and airplane motors, all noises city workers 
take for granted, registered way beyond the point which a human 
being can stand wr 


In fact, that point if where misery and madness set in after 
prolonged assault on the ears, I understand. 
I was interested in the little noise measuring machine, which, 
they tell me, was borrowed from the telephone company and is ? 
the only gadget of its kind in this neck of the woods. It measures 
noise in decibels, vibrating sensitively to conversation, the twitter 
of a bird, the normal creak and clank and hum of an automobile 
in motion and the like. What it does when horns start blowing 
and a hot rodder passes in his no-muffler chariot is a revelation, 


Of course, I'd hate to subject even a machine to what passes 
for normal noise in our household. Home is where the weary 
soul supposedly retires for repose and repairs. But from what I 
know of home I foresee that we’ll all end up in cozy padded 
cells if we don’t develop a greater tolerance to noise. 


Just try listening in your own household. Maybe you've 
got it good. Maybe you've sent the television set out for repairs, 
gtolen the tubes from the radios and hidden the record player. 
What about the telephone? The dog barking? The front screen 
slamming? 

Surely your child takes piano lessons or, worse yet, violin 
or clarinet lessons? You probably have a tap dancer in the fam- 
ily. (Even ballet can be noisy when accompanied by foundation- 
shaking leaps and calls of ‘‘Look, Mommy, look!’’) 


Nice constructive noises like hammering and sawing always 
delight my ears and I think the clatter of pots in the kitchen, 
when accompanied by the aroma of food in preparation, is 
downright musical. The swish of a broom on the driveway, mov- 
ing an early fall of leaves and a few acorns, is not offensive 


either. And neither is the whir of the lawnmower. ‘ 


But family fighting, ah me. 

The Women’s Chamber of Commerce and the police depart- 
ment did well to take their little noise measuring gadget around 
downtown and to hospital rooms and school rooms. If they 
had taken it into the average home where children dwell it would 
either have shriveled up on the spot or flown to pieces. 

And, come to think of it, that’s what may be happening to us.

Air Force Adds 3 New Wings, 
80 Radar Sites to Year’s Goal 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21 (#—The Air Force today re- 
vealed plans to add 10 instead of the seven scheduled wings 
in the next fiscal year in its long-term buildup to 137 wings 
by June, 1957. 

Gen. Thomas D. White, vice chief of the Air Force staff, 
made the disclosure in a speech setting forth the intensive 
manpower economies the Air Force must apply to achieve 
the more rapid increase in wing strength. He spoke at George 
Washington University here. 

White said that in addition to activating 10 new wings 
in the year starting next July, the Air Force would also have 
to establish about 80 additional radar sites. He said it will 
take almost 40,000 men.in uniform to form these units.

No wonder we are always 
striving for a new remedy and 
continuing to stress the need for 
preventive ‘‘shots’’ whenever a 
dirty wound is sustained.

But notice what happens when 
his baby brother arrives two or 
three years later. The baby 
gains the spotlight at once.
